At  a  meeting  of  the  ooncnitteo  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  to  consider  the  application  of  the  Athletic  Directorate  with 
regard  to  the  appointment  of  a  financial  secretary,,  which  was  held  on 
February  6th,  .1914,  representatives  of  the  Athletic  Directorate  were  present 
in  support  of  their  reauest. 

After  careful  consideration  'it  was  resolved  to  recommend 

to  the  Board 

% 

( L)  the  appointment  of  such  a  financial  secretary. 

(2)  that  his  duties  3 hall  consist  of  (a)  taking  charge  of  and 
being  responsible  tor  all  monies  received  in  connection  with  student 
activities  whi.cn  are  under  the  control  of  the  Athletic  Directorate:  and  for 
this  purpose  ne  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Athletic  Directorate. 

(c)  such  clerical  cr  other 

work  as  ray  be  ceouircd  of  him  by  the  Physical  Director  tor  carrying  out 
the  physical  instruction  of  the  students. 

(o)  that  owing  to  the  necessity  of  securing  a  man  of.  capability 
and  standing  his  salary  ne  not  less  than  ilbOO,  this  salary  to  be  met  from 
the  revenues  of  the  Athletic  Directorate,  the  proportion  of  repayment  on 
capital  account  from  rugby  gate  receipts  to  be  maintained  as  at  present. 

( 4 )  the  physical  director  shall  be  made  a  voting  member  of  tne 
Athletic  Di rectorate,and  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  other 
athletic  buildings  of  the  University,  the  Superintendent  being  as  at 
present  responsible  for  their  cleaning. 


It  is  turther  reooxrrended  that 


The  Athletic  Directorates  he  renuired  to  draw  ud  at  the 
beginning  oi  the  university  year  an  estimate  of  their  expenditures  for  the 
ensuing  session:, and  that  the  accounts  be  audited  every  Tenth. 

The  CoTnittee  was  interned  that  the  Caput  has  recoTTended  that  a 
coTDuloory  fee  of  one  dollar  be  reauired  of  all  Ten  students  of  all 
faculties  of  the  University  in  order  to  nrovi.de  for  the  DayTent  of  a  secretary 
tor  the  Council  and  tunds  for  the  discharge  cf  its  functions:  also  that 
an  estimate  tor  the  expenditure  be  presented  to  the  Caput  at  the  beginning 
ot  tne  session  and  that  the  accounts  be  duly  audited. 

Your  CoTTittee  recorruena  that  the  Board  approve  of  the  Canut's 
decision  ana  order  tne  id. position  ot  tne  tee  on  these  terns.
